Starting Collection 
Ideas on starting a collection 
and how one goes about getting 
the stamps and mounting them, 
and what equipment and acces­ 
sories are used is always good 
reading to a stamp collector for 
he is always interested in what the 
other fellow is doing. 
This week 
we have a very interesting letter 
from the Rev. E. J. Kallina tell­ 
ing of some of his experiences, 
in starting a collection for his 14- 
year-old son. Rev. Kallina believes 
that unless one can keep on build­ 
ing up a collection he will lose

Attractive Page* 


“After looking about we decided | 
on getting a good cover with 
blank pages and for my son to do 
the blocking. 
The reason for the 
blank pages is that we would not 
have a lot of pages we could not. 
fill, and then, too, we felt we could 
make them more attractive. 
“Our program is to build up a 
complete U. S. 
collection 
from 
date, have all stamps well centered 
and neatly mounted. This is what 
we are planning to do for 10 cents 
a week, which might cost others 
20 cents a week if they must buy 
cancelled stamps. 
Real Philatelic Stamp* 
“The 
reason 
our 
cancelled 
stamps cost us nothing is that we 
use only real philatelic stamps in 
all of our family correspondence. 
On parcel post we use blocks of 
four, well selected. 
“We are collecting singles and 
blocks-of-four, cancelled and mint. 
Each block-of-four, mint, is on a 
single page and we get a write-up 
for each stamp. 
It is fun to dig 
up the material. 
“We are also collecting accord­ 
ing to the value of the stamps: 
that is, we have a one-cent page, a 
two-cent page, etc. These are also 
both mint and cancelled. Our mint 
stamps are obtained 
from 
the 
Philaetelic agency at Washing­ 
ton. 
Collect By Subjects 
“We are also planning to collect 
according to subjects, both mint 
and cancelled. 
For example: the 
Inauguration stamp. We want syx 
of that stamp; the year of issue, 
the denomination page, the gen­ 
eral page, the president page, the 
sesquicentennial page and also one 
for the page which tells the source 
from which the engraving was 
made, that is, if it was taken from 
a 
painting, 
a photo 
or 
other 
source. 
“Thus in this program, one Is 
looking for more than one copy 
of a stamp, which it is possible for 
them to get hold of without any 
cost as far as the cancelled stamps 
are concerned and he finds it fas­ 
cinating to see how many ways 
one stamp can be posted. 
“When we started out in 1935, 
we did not start out with such a 
full 
program, 
but whenever we

“W e all know tha t a condition 
of life totally different from that 
which was encountered in earlier 
generations has come into 
exist­ 
ence. W e all know tha t there is 
no m ore free land and that 
the 
so-called land frontiers are gone 
C om pares 1790 and 1930 
“W e know tha t the average age 
of the population has been 
in­ 
creasing w ith the result tha t com ­ 
petition for places in industry has 
steadily increased. In 1790. for ev­ 
ery 1,000 children under 16. there 
w ere 872 adults over 20. In 1930 
for every 1,000 children 
under 
16, there w ere 2,013 adults over 
20 . 
“W e all know we have im prov­ 
ed the m eans of

ings. These people do not understand that savings 
or ca pita l— that is, tools and equipment which in­ 
cludes m a chines, b uildings, live stock, transporta­ 
tion fa cilities a nd new inventions—are of great 
benefit to other people than those who own them. 
For this reason, when the great mass of people 
get the idea that they do not have to save for 
old age, this accum ulation of capital, as ab ove 
mentioned, is reduced. The result is workers do 
not have the kind of equipm ent they would have 
if the workers as a - whole were setting aside a 
pa rt of their earnings or production for old age 
and this was put into tools and equipment. 
The a v era ge worker does not understand that 
when he sa v es and puts his money in the b ank or 
in a life insura nce policy he is, in reality, helping 
furnish som e worker with b etter tools to work 
w ith so tha t the w orker can produce more and, 
thus, ea rn more and have a higher standard of 
liv ing. 
Do N o t S a ve 
And when people come to b elieve in pensions, 
then they do not save. The result is w orkers are 
obliged to use older and m ore ob solete equipment. 
It is to the interest of society tha t capital and 
tools be owned b y m any people rathe r than b y a 
few people. W hen many people own tools, they are 
interested in preserving them . W hen only a few 
people own the tools, it is harder to get them to 
understand the importance of tools. And with the 
present tax ing system—income, gifts and inheri­ 
tance tax es—it is impossib le for the few to fur­ 
nish enough efficient tools for all workers. It is 
necessary for the great m ass of people to partici­ 
pate in furnishing tools and equipment for work­ 
men to work with. 
It is for this reason that old age pensions, which 
tend to m ake people spendthrifts, in order to get 
pensions, in the long run are not hum anitarian 
b ecause they make more poverty and misery and 
suffering than they eliminate. 
Of course, I am not advocating that old people 
b e perm itted to starve. I am simply stating that 
the kind of assistance they get m ust b e such that 
they will all their life try to live so tha t they will 
not have to b e supported in their old age b y the 
government, and if they have to b e helped the 
sub sistence they get from the governm ent must 
b e such tha t their children will feel an ob ligation 
to help care for the parents rather than have 
them cared for b y the state.

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TAXES ON STEEL GREATER THAN EARNINGS 
By HARLEY L. LUTZ 
Professor of Public Finance, Princeton Univ ersity 


Some highly significant figures on 
the tax burden of the steel industry 
hav e been published by the Ameri­ 
can Iron and Steel Institute. In 1938 
the in d u str y 
had net earn­ 
ings, computed 
b efore 
p a y ­ 
ment of tax es, 
of $33,7 27 ,000. 
For this y ear 
th e industry ’s 
total 
tax 
bill 
was $9 8 ,8 00,000, 
or 18 per cent 
more than the 
total earnings. 
In 1929 the in­ 
d u stry p a i d 
$103,000,000 in 
tax es, but the 
ou tp u t w a s 
then more than 
double the 1938 output and thé tax es 
took only 21 per cent of earnings for 
the y ear. In 1937 the tax bill was 
$16 9 ,000,000, which was 42 per cent 
of earnings. This v ariation In the 
tax es was caused principally by the 
federal tax es on income and undis­ 
tributed profits, which v ary with the 
earnings. In relation to the output, 
the tax es paid in 1929 amounted to 
$2.9 1 per gross ton of finished steel, 
while in 1938 they were equal to 
$5 .18 per ton. Tax es took 3.9 per cent 
of sales in 1929, and 5 .6 per cent of 
sales in 1938 . 
It is clear that the 1938 tax bill on 
the steel industry had to be paid, in 
part, from surplus, for the tax es ex ­ 
ceeded all earnings by $14,8 7 9 ,000. 
This is not a question of gov ernment 
“ sharing” the income of the industry 
with the stockholders. It is a case of 
gov ernment taking ev en more than 
was earned and compelling the busi­ 
ness to dig into surplus for the bal­ 
ance due. > 
Needles* to say , such a condition 
could not endure for long without 
bringing disastrous results. Tax es in 
ex cess of earnings can be paid for a 
time because of the accumulated sur­ 
plus, but if such a burden were to 
become characteristic it would ev en­ 
tually result in an absorption, by 
gov ernment, of the entire capital of 
the industry , and in a destruction of 


its economic usefulness long before 
such absorption had become com­ 
plete. 
Incidentally , this use of the sur­ 
plus rev eals an argument for the ac­ 
cumulation of some part of the earn­ 
ings which was not considered when 
the sev ere tax ation of undistributed 
profits was the order of the day . 
Supposing that the objectiv e of this 
most peculiar tax had been attained 
and that corporations generally had 
been prev ented by it from building 
up an earned surplus account, what 
would happen to an industry when it 
was subjected to a tax burden that 
ex ceeded the current earnings? The 
answer from the adv ocates of sev ere 
undistributed profits tax ation would 
probably be that the industry should 
lev y on the stockholders for the ex ­ 
tra amount needed, or should offer 
new securities in the hope thqf 
others would be willing to prov ic* 
the needed tax money . 
The steel 
industry ’s 
ex perience 
throws light, also, upon the reason 
for the fiscal unreliability of the in­ 
come tax . A certain group of major 
steel companies paid total federal 
tax es of only $424,8 38 in 1932. In 1937 
the same group paid federal tax es of 
$7 3,212,25 0, but in 1938 this item was 
off to $20,8 8 4,5 7 8 . It will probably be 
ev en less for 1939. The steel industry 
has been said to be either a prince 
or a pauper. The gov ernment that 
places its main reliance for rev enue 
on the income tax is also likely to be 
either a prince or a pauper. 
This tax ex perience of the steel In­ 
dustry is in some respects ex treme. 
A surv ey of the tax burden of manu­ 
facturing industry generally by Dun 
and Bradstreet, quoted by the Insti­ 
tute, indicates that 3.3 per cent of 
manufacturing sales went for tax es, 
on the av erage, as against more than 
5 per cent for the steel industry . 
There is a rather general disposition 
on the part of state and local tax ing 
authorities to "soak” the iron and 
steel business, and their success in 
this regard is shown by this com­ 
parison. Yet it is impossible to jus­ 
tify on any kind of tax ation theory 
the piling up of a tax load which 
compels a substantial dipping into 
surplus to pay the b ill

sell something to the young peo­ 
ple, which they themselves admit 
they have not got. 
And, furthermore, 
there 
are 
many job s on which the worker 
can b arely make a living: further­ 
more a job has no property value 
of its own for it is only a privilege 
to work on—a privilege which can 
b e given b y a nod of the head or 
denied b y a shake of the head. 
Now, these kind of job s are b eing 
offered to the young workers as 
something 
of 
importance 
and 
value, all of which reads like try 
ing to sell standing room on the 
courthouse and post office steps 
for cash—no scripts. 
The troub le is tha t so many 
people, b oth old and young, think 
only of having a ' good time for 


themselves, which is all well and 
good. 
But there is no getting away 
from the fact that in our com­ 
petitive struggle, it a t once b e­ 
comes necessary for people to in­ 
tensely devote themselves tc an ob ­ 
ject such as a trade, profession or 
b usiness, all of which takes years 
of time to 
b ecome 
skillful 
in. 
Therefore no man needs to hope 
or ex pect to advance himself b y 
spending his time and sub stance b y 
having a good time b y the way 
of wine, women and song. 
Of course, it is a part of hu­ 
man nature to get as much as pos­ 
sib le for as little as possib le. B ut 
to try and get as much as possib le 
and give nothing in return is 
something else. 
Call it what you 
may. And it m atters not whether 
it is attained b y the b allot or the 
b ullet. 
In either case the results 
will b e disastrous. 
Furtherm ore, 
the assurance of gefting

In times of war, the most diffi­ 
cult prob lems that come to first- 
id stations are human b eings who 
have b een so shocked, horrified, or 
disturb ed b y ex plosives, b omb ard­ 
ments, b omb ings, or

technics as to b ecome

mentally. 
Attendants in the first-aid sta­ 
tion try to convince the sufferer 
that there is no Serious injury and 
that the symptoms will soon dis­ 
appear. Physicians who are train­ 
ed, firm, authoritative, and have 
a sympathetic attitude, know how 
to do this. 
It is equally im portant that oth­ 
er workers realize such an a tti­ 
tude is necesasry to overcome the 
nervousness of hysteria that de­ 
velops in such cases. 
The Ministry of Health in G reat 
Britain 
has 
recommended 
to 
workers in all first-aid stations re­ 
cently estab lished in connection 
with the w ar that people who are 
simply frightened and 
emotional 
b e reassured. 
This 
reassurance 
should 
b e 
comb ined with an appeal to pa­ 
triotic and personal pride. Persons 
affected 
should 
receive 
small 
doses of some sedative drug. 
If the patient ex hib its 
confu­ 
sion, ex citement, loss of memory, 
or inab ility to co-ordinate actions 
of the limb s, it is necessary to put 
him at rest and to supply warm th 
with 
large 
doses 
of 
sedative 
drugs. These drugs can b e admin­ 
istered only b y a physician. 
Sudden appearance of hysterical 
symptoms may call for relief b y 
the power of suggestion, wherein

“ What can we do to make 
Betty stop crying? 
If anyone 
so much as looks crooked at her

into 
tears. 
The 
brothers point their fingers at 
her, and off she goes. Somebody 
does not invite her to play, and 
home she comes, roaring. 
So it 
goes from morning to night until 
ft the whole family is sick of her 
crying.” 
First thing, teach Betty to cry 
in private. 
Don’t scold; don’t 
tell her to stop, just shoo her 
quietly as possible, into her room 
and tell her that she must always 
go there, by herself, and do her 
crying because nobody wants to 
look at her in that state. 
Insist 
upon that. 
Let her understand 
that she can cry just as much 
as she wants to all by herself. 
If there is no deep distress of 
’oody or mind involved she will 
soon stop. 
Crying heartily, and 
with enjoyment, demands an aud­ 
ience. Take that away and there 
if no joy in tears. 
Then, 
search for any other 
cause for the tears. Is the child 
failing in school, or at play, or 
4» in the home ? 
Is anybody teas­ 
ing or hurting or bullying her? 
Is she afraid of anybody or of 
anything in particular? 
Is there 
a physical defect like diseased 
tonsils, poor vision or hearing? 
Is there any feeling of jealousy, 
helplessness, failure? Correct as 
best you can any such condition, 
but keep strictly to the practice 
o fprivacy for the tears. 
Crying can become a 
habit 
that sticks long after the original 
cause has been removed. A baby 
is tired of lying in one spot and 
cries. 
Somebody picks him up 
and comforts him and he under­ 
stands that crying brings atten­ 
tion. Be careful about giving at­ 
tention that is needed, but stop 
i 
there. 
Some children cry in or­ 
der to bring punishment upon 
some other child. 
“ He made a 
face at me.” 
“ He made fun of 
me.” 
Such statements 
usually 
indicate that spirit. 
Once the 
tears bring results that are like­ 
ly to be used again and again 
and so the crying habit takes 
hold. 
Isolation will usually cure 
it. 
Listening to the quality of the 
crying will usually shed light on 
its cause. 
If the child is in dis­ 
tress the sound will tell you so 
quickly. If he is hurt the cry is 
characteristic and unmistakable. 
If he is frightened the cry tells 
. its own story. One knows to at­ 
tend at once to such crying. It 
is the prolonged, habitual crying 
that seems to start without cause 
and end only when exhaustion 
ends it that gives us the worst 
times. 
Isolate 
them 
promptly 
and 
show no sympathy, no matter 
>how deep our concern may be. 
Let the crying cease before you 
do any talking about It and let 
The words be, “ Wash your face
